S all the Regions with the whole 
worlds frame, and all cherein was 
created by the Almightie, for his 
latt and moſt perte&t work, that cicers, 
 goodly, upright, provident, ſubtle, 
witti'e, and reaſonable creature, 
which the Greeks call 'aexr, for 
his upright look; the Latines Fo» 

o, for that he was made of 1o/d; 
and we with the Germans; call m47,whoſe principal part, 
the mind, being the very image of God, and a pertie world 
within himſelf * ſo he aſſigned in his divine providence, 
this ſo happy and worthy a region to men of anſwerable 
worth,if not ſurpaſſing, yer equalling the moſt excellent in- 
habirants of the earth, both in the endowments of mind, 
lineaments of body, and their deportrmenrt both in peace 
and war, as if I would enter inco this diſcourſe, I could 
very eahly ſhew, 

But overpaſſiag their naturall inclination by heavenly 

influence. anfwerable to the <1fpofition of Aries, Lev, and Prot, in Bus 
Sajitiary ;and Jupiter, with 11.5 dominators for this y,;z, 
North weſt part of the world, which maketh them unpati- 
ent of ſervitude. lovers of liberty. mar'ia:l and coura*s 
gious ; I will onely in particular note ſomewhat, and that 
ſummarily of the Brirains, Scottiſh, and Engliſh, the chree 
principal! Inhabirants. 

The Britains, the moſt antient pe-ple of this Iſle anti- Britains, 
ently inhabited che ſame from ſea to ſea, whole valour and 
proweſſe is renowned both in Latine and Greek monu- 
ments, and may appear in theſe ewo points which 1 will 
here onely note. Fult, chatthe uu puiflanc Roman for- 
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ces, when they were at the higheſt could not gain of them 
(being but then a half-naked people) in thirty whole years, 
tae countries from the Thames to Strizi/mg, And When 
thy bad gained them, and brought them into forme of a 
Prov.nee, they found them ſo warlike a people, that the 
Romans levied as many Cohores, Companies and, Enfignes 
of Britains from hence tor the ſervice of Armer'1, «Agypr, 
[ilyr cum , their frontire Countries , as fiom any other of 
thei Provinces whatſocver « As tor choſe Britains which 
were farther North, andafter, as is moſt probable, calige 
Pitt s ( for 'that they fill painted themfelves when the 
Southern parts were brought to civilitie ) chey not onely 
moſt couragiouſly defended their libertie, but offended 
che Romans with continuall and moſt dangerous ineur- 
ions. 

The other remainder of the Britains, which retired 
chemſclves to the Welt parts, now called ales, wich like 
bonour of fortitude, formany hundred years repelled the 
yoke both of the Engliſh avd Norman flaverie. In which 
time how warlike they were, 1 will uſe no ocher teſtimony 
than thac of King He. the ſecond, in his letter to Emmanuel 
Emperour of Conſtantinople : The Welſh Nation 5 { ad- 
ventrous, that they dare encounter naked with armed men, 
yeady to ſpend their bloud for their conntrey, and pawn their 
life for praiſe, How ative, and ſerviceable they were when 
King Kh, C wer-de-lion lead an army of them into Fravce, 
have this teſtimony of William Britro (who then lived) in 
his fifth book of Phileppeidos,

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It doth alſqredound to the eternall honour of Eng /and, 
that our colmrimen haye twice been Schoolmafters ro 
Fr ance, Firſt when they taught the Gaules the diſcipline of 
the Dru«des z and after, when they and the Scortiſhmen 
fult caught che French, the liberal Arcs,and perſwaded C'a- 
rolus Magnys to found the Univerſitie of Paris, They alſo 
brought into France the beſt laws which the Parliament 
of Pars and Burdeanx have now in ule. 1 hey at the loweſt 
ebbe of learning , amazed the world with cheir excellent 
knowledge in Philoſophie, and Divinitic : for that I may 
not particulate of Alexander of Hales, the {rrefragable 
Dottor, Schoolmaſier to the Angelique Door T hom us 
Aquinas,one Colledge in Oxford brought forth in one age 
thoſe four lights of learning : S-9!4u the Subtle, Bradwar- 
dine the Profound, Okbam the 1 nwinc.ble, and Burley the 
Per ſpicuows, and as ſome ſay, Bac:mbhborpe the Reſolute ; 
which titles they had by the common conſent of the judi- 
ciall and learned of that and the ſucceeding ages. 

Yer their milicarie glory hath ſurpaſſed all; for they have 
rerrified the whole world with their Armes in Syrs4, e/E- 
gypt, Cyprus Spain, Sicilie, and India, 

They have traverſed with moſt happy viRtories both 
Fr ance and Scotland, brought away their Kings captives , 
conquered /re/and, and the Iſle of C ypres, which King Ri- 
chard the fift gave frankly to Guy of L»/ignran: and lately 
with a maidens hand, mated the mightieſt Monarch in his 
own Countries, They befide many other notable diſcoye- 
ries,ewice compaſled tbe whole globe of the earih with ad- 
mirable ſucceſs, which the Spaniards have yer bn once 
performed. Good Lord, how ſpaciouſly might -a learned 
pen walk in this argument ? 

But leſt I ſhould ſeem over prodigall in the praiſe of 
my countrimen , I will onely preſent you with ſome few 
verſes in this behalf, and fiſt this Latine Rythme of the 
middle times, in praiſe of the Engliſh Nation , with ſome 
cloſe cautions.

Hicherto will our ſparkfull youth laugh at their great 
erandfathers Eng/:/, who had more care to do well, than 
to ſpeak minion-like , and left more glory to us by their 
exploiting of great aRts, than we (hall do by our forging of 
new words, and uncouth ph:aſes, 

Great verily was the glory of our tongue before che Vor- 
man Conquelt, in this, that the old Eng/-fþ conld expreſs 
moſt aptly , all the conceits of che mind in their own 
tongue Without borrowing from any, As fer example : 

The holy ſervice of God, which the Latins called Keli- 
£ion, becauſe it ktiitred the minds of men together, & molt 
people of Er: pe have borrowed the ſaine from them, they 
called moſifignificantly £ar-faftres, as the one and onely 
aſſurance and falt anker hold of our fouls health. 

The gladiome tidings of our (alvation, which the Greeks 
called Egangelion,, and other Natzons in the fame word, 
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they called Go4d(p:1, that is, Gods ſpeech, 

For our 54719%7, which we borrowed from the F rench, 
and they from the Latin S :[varor, they called in their own 
word, H aelc:4 from H el, that is S4/x, latery, Which we 
retain Rl in Al-hae!, and #Y.:ſ-hael, that is, Ace, $.tve, 
Ys {alvws, 

They could ca!l the diſciples of Chriſt, car ams Chr as, 
thatis, Learr#ng $:rv1tors. For C ».ht Wiiich is now a name 
o: wotſhip,henified with them an an Arre4.ixt,cr lervitcur, 

They could name the Phariſce: according to the H (bre.s 
S:ind. r-hlgens, as holy religious men, which had ſundred 
and ſevered themſelves from other. 

The S-r:bes they could call in their proper Fgnification, 
25 Book- mer, Bocer, So they called parchmen:, which we 
have catcht from the Latin, p.rgamerum, boc-f.// in reipect 
of che ule. 

So they cond callthe Sacrament H::ligdome , as holy 
Judgement, For 1o it is according as we receive it,

ſembly of wiſe men. 

The cert: in and inward knowledge of that which is in 
our mind , be it good or bad, which in the Latine word 
we call conſcience,chey called »w-t, as that which they did 
inwardly wit and wore, that is, know certainly. 

That in a river which the Latines call A/vews, and Can- 
Is, and from thence moſt Nations of Errope name the 
C hanel, Karel, Canale, &c. they properly called the 
Stream=races 

Neicher in the degrees of kindred were they deftitute of 
hgnificative words ; tor he whom we of a Fren/h and &ug- 
Giſh compound word call Grandfather, they called Eald-fa- 
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der, whom we call Great Grandfather they called Thirda- 
{:der.So,him which we call Great Great Grandfather they 
calied F0/4..-fader, and his father Fifths f-ider. 

An Eunich, for whom we have no name, bur from the 
G ek they could aptly name /»/far1, that is, without 
ſtones, as we ule »7[p«18.4 for without lpot, Valearied, for 
without learning. 

A coverous man whom we (© call of the French Con- 
-viteſe, rhey truly called Git- ſor, as a ſo:e andeagre Getter,

The alceration and admiration in our tongue,as in all 0- 
thers, hath beeu brougi in by entrance of Strangers , as 
Dave', Norman's and o:hers which have {warmed hither ; 
by trafhck, for new words as well as for new wares, have 
alwaies come in by the tyrant 7 ec, which alterech all 
under heaven, by ſe, which ſwayeth mofi, and hath an ab- 
ſolure command in words, and by pregra't wits : {pecially 
firce that learning afcer long baniſhment, was recalled in 
the time of King Hſenry the eight, it hath been beautified 

and enriched out of other good tongues, partly by enfran- 
chiling and endenizing firange words, partly by refining 
and mollitying old words, partly by implanting new 
words with artificiall compoſition, happily containing 
B 3 them- 
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them(elves within the bounds preſcribed by T:y:1cr So 
that our tongue is (and | doubt not but hath been) as co- 
picus, pithie, and hgnificative, as any other congue in E 7- 
ropc:and I hope we ate not yer, and ſhall not hereafter come 
to that which Seneca law in bis time, When mov m; ds bee 
ginonce 19 mure themſely?s to dijl.ke, whatſoever is niſ44!

Omitting this, pardon me, and think me not overbal.

Greek) but as flient as the Lat, as courteous as the Sp1- 
iſh,as Courthike as the Frenehand as amorous as the /r+/ - 
an, as {ome Iralianated amorous have confeſſed, N:ither 
hath any thing decraQted more from the dignicie of ur 
rongue, than our own affeQting of forraign tongues, by ad- 
miriag,prailing,and fudying them above meſure : where- 
as the wile K9,14ns thought no ſmall part of their honour 
to conhilt in the honour of their language, efteeming it a 
diſhonour to anſwer any forrainer in his own language, 
As fora long time the Engliſh placed in the Borrough- 
towns of /rel.11d and Y.1les, would admit neither Iriſh nor 
Welſh, among them. And not long fince for the honour of 
our native tongue, Henry Fuz-A llen, Earl of Arurdel, in 
his travell into /z4ly, and the Lord 1am: Howard of Ef- 
fingham,in his government of Ca/:ce,albeir they were not 
ignorant of other forrain tongues, would anſwer no firan- 
vers by word or writing, but onely in Engliſh. As in this 
conſideration alſo before them Cardinal +{ſey in his Am- 
baſſage into Frarce.commanded all his ſervants touſe no 
French, but meer Engliſh to the French, in all communi- 
cation whatſoever, 

As for the MonoſyIlables ſo rife in our tongue, which 
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were not fo originally, alchough chey are unhering for 
verſes and meaſures, yer are they mo{t fir for expreſſing 
briefly the firſt conceits of the mind , or /ntertronalia as 
they call them in Schools : to t'ar we can (er down more 
matcer in fewer lines, tfan any other language, Neither do 
we or the Welſh to curtale the Late , that we make all 
therein Mon?ſyllables, as loſeph Seal g-r chargeth us; who 
in the mean time forgerteth, that his Frenchmen have pur 
in their pr-v:/o in the Ed'&t of Pacrfication inthe Grammas= 
rica! werre, that they might not pronounce Latin diltinct- 
ly, and the Iriſh not to ob{crve quantitie of (yllables.] can- 
not yet but confeſle that we have corruptly contracted 
molt names both of men and places, it chey were of more 
than ewo lyllables, and thereby hath enſued no little ob- 
{curicie, 

Whereas our tongue is mixed, it is no diſgrace, when as 
all the rongues of £wrop- do participate interchangeab'y 
che one of the other, and in the learned tongues, there hath 
been like borrowing one from another, As the preſent 
French is compoled of U1t/n,Germanand the oldGalique, 
the [ialiinoft Latiand German-Got:ſh,and che Span '< ot 
Late, Gotiſh- German. and Arabique,or Aoeri[quo,Yet it 
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is falſe which Ge/zey athrmeth,that our rongue is the moſt ty Mithridate, 


mixt and corrupt of all other, For if it may pleaſe any to 
compare but che Lords Prayer in other languages, he ſhall 
find as few Latine and borrowed forrain words in ours, 
as in any other whatſoever , Notwithſtanding the di- 
verſitic of Nations, which have ſwarmed hither, and 
the practiſe of the Normans , who as a monument of 
their Conquelt, would have yoaked the Engliſh under 
their tongue, as they d1d under their command, by com- 

lling chem co eeach their child'en in Schools nothing 
rt French, by ſerting down their Jaws in the Norman- 
French and enforcing them molt rigorouſly to pleade 
and to beimplcaded in that tongue onely for the ſpace of 
three hundred years, untill King Edward the third 
enlarged them fult trom that bondage , Since which 
V 3 time 
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time, our language hath riſen by litre, and the proverb 
proved untrue, which ſo long had been uſed, Jack would 
be a gentleman, if he could ſpeak, any French, 

Herein 1s a notable argument of our Anceſtors ſedfaſt- 
neſs in efteeming and retaining thee own tongue, For as 
before the Conqueſt they nufſiked nothing more in King 
Eaw. the Confeflor, than that he was Frenchified, and ac- 
counted the deſire of forraine language then to be a fore- 
coken of the bringing in of forrain powers, which indeed 
happened. Inlike manner af;er the Conqueſt, no:with- 
ſtanding thoſe enforcements of the Normans in ſupplant- 
ing it, and the vature of mcn_ which is moſt pliable with a 
curious jollitie ro faſhion and frame themſelves according 
ro the manners, atcire, and language of the Conquerours : 
Yer inal] that long ſpace of 3co years, they intermingled 
very few Fiench _ words, except {ome rermes ot 
law, hunting, hawking, and dicing, when as we Within 
theſe 60 years,have incorporated ſo many Latin and French, 
as the third part of our tongue confiftech now in them. Bur 
like chemſclves-continue (ill choſe old Engl:ſhmen which 
were planted in /re/and, in Fingal/, and the Countrey of 
Weysford, in ie time of King Hemry the 2. who yer thll 
continue their antient attire ard tovgue, in ſo much that 
ah Engliſh gentleman not long ſince, ſent thither in Com- 
miſſion among them, fa:d chat he would quickly under- 
ſlang the I1iſh, when th-y ate the antient Engliſh. So 
that our ancelt rs ſee 114 in ai t as Jealous vt their native 
language, as thu 11141 which paſlcd hencemto Arms 
ricain Fra:ce, and marry ng {t an 'e women there, did cut 
out their rongucs, Icft their cluld:en ſhould corrupt their 
la! guage withthtir mothers tongue, or as the Germans, 
which have moſt of all Nations oppcted themiclves againſi 
all innovations in habite and lavguage. 

W herecas the Hebrew Rabbine; lay, and that truly, that 
Nature hath given man five inftiuments for the pronoun- 
cing of all letters, the lips, the teeth, the rogue, the palace, 
aud throat ; I will not denie but tome among us do pro- 
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nounce more fully, ſome flatly, ſome broadly, and ho few 
mincingly, offending in defeR, exceſs, or change of letters, 
which 15 rather to be imputed to the »-;ſons and their edu- 
cation, than to the language. When as generally we pro- 
nounce by the confeſſion of {trangers, as ſweetly, ſmoorh- 
ly, and moderatly, as any of the Northern Nations of the 
world, who are noced to ſoupe their words out of the throat 
with fat and full (pirits, | 

This variety of pronunciation hath brought in ſome di- 
yerlitie of Octhographie, and hereupon Sir John Price, to 
the derogation of our tongue, and glory of his Welſh, repor- 
tech that a ſentence [poken by him in £ng/ /þ, and penned 
out of his mouth by four good Secretaries, leverally, for 
triall of our Orthography, was ſo ſet down by them, that 
they all differed one from che ocher 1n many letters : where- 
as ſo many wel writing the ſame likewiſe in ther 
tongue, varied nor in any one letter at a 1. Well. I will not 
derogate 'rom the good Knights c edit z yer it hath been 
ſeen where ten Engl'h writing the ſame ſentence , have 
all ſo concurred, that a novg them all there hath been no 
other diffrren-e, than the adding, or omitting once or 
twice of our hlent &, in the endot ſome words. As tor the 
Welſh, | could never happen on two of that Nation toge- 
ther, that would acknowledge that they could write their 
own language, 

Sir Thom. Smich her Majeſties Secretary not long fince 
a manof great learning and judgement , occafioned by 
ſome uncertaintie of our Orthographie , though ir ſeem

by conſequence, that we are deſcended from the Gr ecians,

many in ours which neither of them can utter, as Hedge, 
Water, So thata ſtranger, though never ſo long converſang 
amongſt us , carrieth evermore a watch-word upon his 
tongue to deſcrie him by : bur curn an Engliſhman at any 
time of his age into what Countrey ſoever, allowing bim 
due reſpite, and you ſhall ſee him profir ſo well, that the

It were, thereby making a contiruall claim to their anti- 
ent poſſeſſion. We may alſo trace the footſteps of the Da- 
niſh bicter (though nor long during) ſoveraigntie in theſe 
parts, and che Xc-1an allo imparted unto us of his Latine 
riches with no ſparing hand. Our neighbours the French, 
have been ||kewiſe contented we ſhould take up by re- 
razle as well their tearms as their faſhions : or rather we 
re'ain yet but ſome remnant of that which once here bare 
all che (way, and daily renew the tore.So have our /taliar 
travellers brought us acquainted with their ſweet reliſhed 
phraſes, which (fo their conditions crept not in withall) 
were the better tolerable, yea, even we ſeek to make our 
good of our late Spaniſh enemie, and fear as little the hure 
of his rongue as the dint of his ſword. Seeing then we bor. 
row ( and that not ſhamefully ) from the Dutch, the Bi 
tain, the R-man, the Dare, the Frech, the Italian, and 
$pa-4ard; how can our fiock be other than exceedin 
plentifull ? Ir may be objected that ſuch patching ck 
Liitletonshotch-por of our tongue, and in effeR brings the

Fitz-Raph &c. The Arabians only as one learned noteth , Scal, de cauſir 


uſed their fathers names withour their own forename , as 
Aven-Pace ; Aven-Rots ; Aven Zoar , that is the ſon of 
Pace , Kois, and Zoar ; As if Pace had a ſon at his circume 
cifion named Hatly, he would be called Aven Pace,conceas 
ling Haly ; but his ſon, howſoeyer he were named . would 
be called eAver- Haly , &c., So Surnames paſſing from fa- 
ther to (on, and continuing to theit iſſues was not ancient» 
ly in ule among any people in the world. 

Yer to thele fing!e Names were adjoyned oftentimes 0- 
ther names , as Cognomina , or Sebriquerts, as the French 
call them;and By-names,or Nick-names,as we terme them, 
if that word be indifferent to good and bad, which (till did 
die with the bearer,and never deſcended to poſterity. That 
we may not exemplifie in other nations ( which would af= 
ford great plenty, but in our own ; King Eadgar was cal- 
led the Peacablezking Ethelred the Unready; King Edmund 
for his Valour, /ron-fide;King Harold the H>re-foote; Eadric 
the Streona,that is,the Getter or Streiner;S1ward the Dege- 
ray that is, the Valiant; King William the firſt, Baſtard; 
King William thelecond Rowſe,thar is,the Red; King Henry 
the firſt Beaxclarke,thatis,Fine Scholler : ſo'in the houſe of 
An'iou,which obtained the Crown of England ; Geffrey the 
firſt Earl of Anjow was ſurnamed Greſogonel, that is Grey= 
cloake ; Fulco his fon Nerra , his grand-child Rechin , for 
hisextortion, Againe, his grand-child Plantagenet, for that 
he ware commonly a broome-ſtalke in his bonnet, His ſon 
Henry the ſecond, King of England, Fitz.-Empreſſe becauſe 
his mother was Empreſle; his ſon King Richard had for ſur» 
name Cewr de Lion, for his Lion-like courage,as John was 
called Sany-tevre that is, Wichour land : So that whereas 
theſe names were never taken up by the ſon , I know not 
why any ſhould think Plantagenet to be the ſurname of

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- the Royall Houſe of Erglard, albeit in late years many 


have ſo accounted it. Neither is it lefle ſtrange, why ſo ma- 
ny ſhould thinke Theodore or Tyder, as they contra it, to 
be the ſurname of the Princes of this Reaime fince King 
Hemry the ſeventh : For albeit Owen ap Meredith Tydur , 
which married Katherine the daughter of C barles the fixt 
King of France, was grar'd ather co King Henry the ſcycnth, 
yer that Tyanr or T heodore was but the Chriſtian name of 
Owens grandfather. For Owens father was Meredith ap Ty- 
dur . ap Grono , ap Tydur, who all without Surnames itera» 
ted Chriſtian names, after the old manner of the Britaines, 
and other nations heretofore noted, and lo lineally deduced 
his pedegree from Cadwallader Kug of the Britans , as was 
found by Commiſhon direRed to Griffin ap LewellingGitten 
Owen, John King,and other learned men both Engliſh and 
Welch in the ſeventh year of the ſaid King Hery the 
ſeventh. 

L:kewiſe in the line Royall of Scotland, eAfilcolme , or 
eMalcome was ſurnamed Canmere, that is, Great headzznd 
his brother Donald , Bans that is, white : Alexander the 
firft , the Proud, Malcolme the fourth, the Virgin, William 
his brother che Lion. As amongſt the Princes of wales, 
Brochvail Sehitrauc , that is, Gaggtothed ; Gurind Barmb. 
eruch, that is,Spade-bearded,Elidrr (oſcorvaur,that is, Heli- 
odor the Great houſe-keeper ; and ſo in Ireland , AMnrogh 
D«ff, that is, Blacke : Roo, thatis, Red : Nemoliah , that 
is full of wounds ; Bay, thatis, white : Ganeloc,that is, Fet- 
ters : Reogh Brown; Moyle, Bald, 

Ts ſeek therefore the ancient Surnames of the Royal! , 
and moſt ancjcnt families of 'Ewrope,, is to ſeekithat which 
never was, And therefore greatly arc they deceived which 
thinke Yaloys to-havebeen the ſurname of the late French 
Kings;or Beybon of this preſent King,or Habiburg,or Au 
ftriac of the Spaniſh King;or Steward of che Jate . Kings of 
of Scotlana,& now of Britainezor Olderburg of the Daniſh; 
For ( as all-know chat have but fipped of Hiſtorics ) /aloys 
was but the Appenage and Earledome-ef Charles yonger 
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fon to Philip, the ſecond, from whom the late Kings deſcerts 
ded : ſo Borbon was the inhericance of Robert a yonger (on 
to S., Lewes , of whom chi; King is delcended : Hbburg 
and Auſtria were but the old poſſeſſions of the Emperours 
and Spaniſh Kings progenitors. Sreward was bur the name 
of office to Walter, who was high Steward of Scoiland , the 
progenitor of R.berr f(t King ot Scors of that family , and 
of the King cur Suveraipn, And Oldexburg was but the 
Earldom of Chriſt:as the tilt Danſh King of this family , 
eleted about 1448. But yer Plartagerer, Steward, Valow, 
Borbon , Habiburg , &c. by pieticription of time Have pre- 
vailed(o far, asthey are nuw accounted ſurnames. Bur for 
{urnames of Princes , wel: {aid the learned C2 [ercms Salon Tanine cont 
de Pace, Reges cognomine 101 utwnir , e017 Cognoming flitutimey, = 
non ſuxt neceſſaria , provi in alits mlerioribus , quorum ipſa 
Cognomina agnationum ac familiarum memoriam twtant ur. 
About the year of our Lord 1000. (that-we may not mi- 
nvte out the time) ſurnames began to be taken up in France, :

Yet in E914: certain it is, thatas the better {orr', even 
from the Conqueſt by little and little cook ſurnames , fo 
they were notfetled among the common people fully,uncill 
about the time of King Edward the ſecond : bur ſtill varied 
according to the fathers name, as Richardſon , if his father 
were Richard ; Hedgeſon , if his father were Roger a in

ſome other reſpe& z and trom thenceforth began to be eſta» 
bliſhedy(ſome ſay by Ratute,) in their poſternie. 

Perhaps this may ſeem firange to tome Engliſhmen and 
Scotuſhmen, who like che Arcadians think their ſurnames as 
antient as the Moon , or atthe Jeaft co reach many an age 
beyond the cor.quelt, But chey wh'ch thinke it molt ſtrange 
(I ſpeak under corie&on, ) I doubt they will hardly find 
any ſurname, which deicended to poſterity before that time: 
Neither have they leene{I fcar)any deed or donation before 
the Conqueſt, but ſubſigned with croſſes and fingle names, 
without ſurnames in this manner in Englund;+Ego Eadre- 
dus confirmavi, + Ego Edmundas corroborati 4s Ego Siga- 
rius concluſi,d- Ego Olfftanus conſolidavi, ec, Likewiſe 
for Scetlard , in an old book of Dxreſme in the Charter , 
whereby Eagare ſon of King CAMalcolme gave lands neer 
Colding ham to that Church, in the year 1097. the Scottiſh 


Noblemen witneſſes thereunto, had no other ſurnames than 


the Chriſtian names of therr fathers : For thus they figned, 
S+.Gulf flii Meniani,S+4 Culverti filii Donecani,S4 Olas 
vi filiiOghe, &c. As for my lelf,I never hitherto found a+ 
ny hereditary ſurname before the Conqueſt, neither ariy 
that I know : and yet both I my ſelf and divers, whom I 
know , have pored and prfl:d upon many an old Record 
and Evidence to ſatisfie our ſelves herein : and for my part 
I will acknowledge my {elf greatly indebted to them that 
will clear this doubr. 

But about the time of the Conqueſt, I obſerved the ye- 
ry primary beginning, as it were of many ſurnames, which 
are thought very ancient, when 3s it may be proved that 
their very lineall Progenitors bare other names wichin theſe 
ſix hundred yeares. Mortimer and Warren are accounted 
names of greatantiquitie , yet the father of the firſt Roger 
ſurnamed de Mortimer,was Walterns de Santto CM irting, 
which Water was brother to William,who had aſlumed the 
firname de VV arrena.He that firſt rook the ſirname of Mos

Nigel de Albani ; which N gel was brothet to V//illiam a+ 
Alban 
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Albani progenitor to the antient Earles of eArund:ll, He 
thac fuſt rook the name of C/:fford trom his habication , was 
the fon of Richard,lon of Pantz a noble Nourman, who had 
no other name, The fult Lam /cy was ton of an ancient 


Engliſhman called Liv 1fh, The fuilt G:ff.rd , from whom L.,Deven/men 
they of Buckingham ,t\c Lords of Eremesfield , and others G*Miticenfis, 


deſcended, was the fon of a Norman called O:bert de Bole- 
bec, The firfi YYPmad(ry , delcended from Y;/aler the ſon of 
Otherus Caſtellan of V/indſor .,The f1:(t who took the name 
of Shirley , was the yon of Sewall deicended from Fulcher 
without any other name. The fir{ft Newll,Cof them which 
are now) from Rebert che fon of Maldred, a branch of an 
od Engliſh familie , who married Z/«be/ the daughter and 
heir of the Nevils, which came out of Nor mandy, The fiſt 
Lavelcame trom Gonel de Percevall , The firſt Montacute 
was the ſon of Drego Juvenss , as it is in Record. The fiſt 
S:anley of the now Earls of Derby, was likewiſe ſon to eA« 
dam de Aldeleigh,or eAwadley, as it is in the od Pedegree in 
the Eagle rower of Latham, And to omit others, the fiſt 
that cook the name of de Furgo, or Burk in Ireland, was 
the ſon of an Engliſhman called VT/illiam Fits Aldelme ; 


as the firlt of the Goraldines alſo in that Countrey was the Recor. regni 
fon of an Engliſhman called Girald of Windſor, In many Hibernie, 


more cold I exemplifie , which ſhortly after the conqueſt 
took theſe ſurnames, when either their fathers had none at 
al], or elle moſt diflerent, whatſoever ſome of their poſterity 
do overween of the antiquity of their names , as though in 
the continuall mutability of the world, converſion of Fares, 
and fatal periods of Families , five hundred years were not 
ſufficient antiquitie for a Family or name, when as but ves» 
ry few have reached thereunto, 

In that authenticall Record of the Exchequer called 
Domeſday, \urnames are firſt found, brought in then by che 
Normans , who not long before firſt rook them : but moſt 
noted with De,ſucha place,as Godefridus de Mannevilla; A. 
de Grey; Walterus de Vernon, Robert de Oily,now Doyly; Als 
bericins de Vere Kadulphne ds Pomere;Goſculinus aa 
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Robertus de Buſle,Guiliclmus de Moinn;R de Braioſe; Roge- 
rus de Lacy; G:ſl-bertus de Venables; or with Filins,as Ka« 
nulphus films Aſculphi, Guilielmus filins Osberni, Richar- 
dus filins Giſleberti; ex elſe with the name of their office, as 
Ends Day f:r: Guil. Camerarins; Herveus Legatns; Giſle- 
bertus Corus; Radu 'phus Venator:bur very many with their 
Chriſtian names onely as O/:ff, Nigellus, Euſtachins, Bal- 
dricus , with fingle names, are noted laſt in every ſhire, as

ſtrange names, do di\dainfully contemn their own country

In theſe pretty names, as I may terme them, 
from floures , fiſhes , birds , habirudes, &c. it may be 
thought that they came from Nurles in former times here, 
as very many,or rather molt in /yeland and Wales do at this

Hereby ſome inſight may be had in the originall of Sur- 
names, yet it is a matter of great difhiculcie, ro bring them 
all ro certain heads, when as our language is fo greatly al- 
tercd,ſo many new names daily brought in by aliens, as 
French , Scots, Iriſh, Wel(b, Dutch, &c. and ſo many old 
words worne out ot ule, I meane not onely inthe 01d En- 
gliſh , bur alſo the lace Norman : for who knoweth now

Change of And as to find out the true originall of Surnames,is full of 
names. difficulty, ſo it is not eafie.to ſearch all the cauſes of ajrera- 


tions of Surnames , which in former ages have been very 
common among us, and have ſo intricated , or rather , ob- 
ſcured the truch of our Pedegrees , that it will be no 

little 
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lecle labour to deduce many of them truly from the Con- 
queſt ; Somewhat nevertheleſle ſhall be taid thereof, bur 
more ſhall bz left for them which will dive deeper into this 
matter. 

To (peak of alteration of nawes, omitting them of «A- 
bratam and Sara, Jacob and Iſrael, in holy Scriptures, I 
have obſerved that the change of names, hath moſt com- 


monly proceeded trom a defire to avoid the opinion of bales _ 


neſle. So Codomarus when he ſucceeded Ochw in the K:ng» 
dom of Per /ia, called himtelt by the Princely name Dari. 
So new names were given to them which were deified by 
the Paganiſh conſecration, as Romnlus was called Quiri- 
mr, Melicertns was called Portunis and Palemon, Like- 
wile in adoptions into better families, and by teftament, as 
the ſon of L, e/fmilins , adopted by Scipio, tooke the name 
of Scipio vAfricanns, So «Auguſtus who was firſt named 
Thurreon took the name of Ottavian by teſtament : by 
enfranchifing alſo into new Cities, as he which fiſt was 
called Lacamo y when he was infranchiled at Rome, tooke 
the name of Luc:ws 7 arquinins Priſcus : So Dometrins 
Mega, when he was made free of the City, was called

As for Grace , it began about the time of Hemyy the -, 
Excellext Grave , wnder Henry the fixr. High and mighty 
Prince; under Edward the 4. And Aay-fty, which firſt was 
attributed to the Roman Emperonrs about the time of Gal- 
lienus, came hither inthe time of King Hewry the eight, as 
Sacred eMaieſfty lately in our memory. Whereas among 
Chriſtians it was apphiable onely in former agevrto God, as 
among the old Romans to the Goddefſe eMajefty , the 
daughter of Honouy afid Reyverence. 

Among other men in former ages Da» corrupted from 
Dowinus , was the greateſt attribure both co Spirituall and 
Temporall, 2nd afterward #»ſhipfell, and Right Worſhip- 
full hath been thought convenient among us for the great 
Dukes and Earles; but we now brein-(o to overlade men 
with additions , as Spaniards d:d lately , untill they were 
reſtrained by the Pragmatica in A®, 1586.

parts , and ſhells in other to ferye for money. There alfo 
hath been Rtamped money of leather, as appeareth by Se-

{:cond , when he befieged Millan , ſtamped leather for cur 
tant, And there is a tradition that in the confuied ſtate of 
the Barons warre , the like was uſed in England, yer I nes 
ver ſaw any of them, But we have ſeen money made by the 
Hollanders of paſtbord, «Anne 1 574. 

As for forme. becaule I halten home , it were imperti- 
nentto note here, how the Jewes, albeit they derefted 
images , yet they imprinted upon their ſheckle on the one 
fide the Gold pot which had the Manna , with this inſcri- 
ption in Hebrew, Siclus Iſraelis. i, e, Sydws Iſraelis : and 
on the other de the rod of «Aaron with buddes and bloſ- 
ſomes , and Hieruſalem Sanfta. Or how the Dardanians 
ftamped in their coynes two Cocks fighting ; Alexander 
his horſe B«cephalns : the Athenians an Ole, oran Oxe z 
from whence came the Proverbe againſt bribing Lawyers , 
Bos im lingua. They of «gina a ſnayle,whereof alſo roſe 
another Proverb, Virtntem & Sapientians vincunt teſtue 
dines , for that money goeth beyond both yalour and wiſe- 
dom. 

As for the Romany, as they did ſet 'down the image and 
inſcription of the Conſul while the Commonwealth flouri- 
ſheds afterward of the Emperour on the one fide , fo they 
changed the reverſe alwayes upon new eyents, or exploits, 
and it is ſuppoſed by ſome , that the great ounce Medalls 
both of braff: and gold were ſtamped for honour , and to 


continue the memory of Princes : neverthelefle they were 

cutrant as well as the ſmalleſt. And this manner of Rtam- 

ping the Princes image upon coynes wascontinued amon - 
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all civiJl nations ; onely the Turks and other Mahumetanys 
in deteſtation of Images inicribed the Princes name and 
yeare of the tranſmigiation of their Prophet EAahomer , 
which happened in the yeare of cur Lord , 6232, 

After the arrival! of the Romans in this Iſ1:,the Brit- 
tains imirated chem z for they coyned both gold and cop- 
pers and yer there are extant ſome of Cunobelrn King of E(- 
ſexand Middleſex with a beardlefſc image inſcribed Cancs 
belin , and in the 1cverſe , ſome wich an Horſe ; ſome with 
a Coyner and Taſcio z ſome with two heads conjoyned 
and Cyno , and in the reyerle either an Hogge under a 
tree with Cams , or one care of corne with Cam, to 
note as it ſcemeth , Camalodunum as they then called ir, 
now Malden, which was the principall feate of the King- 
dome. There are lkewiſe fome to be (een of that famous 
Brundscia , which onely I heate of g but hitherto haye not 
leen. 

When the Romans had extinguiſhed the Kings here,they 
ſupprefled the Britiſh coynes , and brought in their own as 
a proofe of their corquelſt , which were currant here from

Roſaries, Stepings and 
Scaldings forbidden,Black money (what that was 1 know 
not,if it were not of Copper,as Maile % Black-maile)was 
farbidden by K,Edward3.upon paine of forfeiture thereof, 
and Gally halfe pence brought hither by the Gallies of Ge- 
rioa, who had great trade in England, was eftſoones prohis 
bited by Parliament , in the time of K. Henry the fourth.

King Henry the eight , who had infinice wealth left by 
his prudent and (paring Father , and locnriched himlelf by 
the ſpoyles of Abbyes, by Firlt fruits , Lenths , exactions, 
and ablenties in IrcJand , was yet lo impoveriſhed by his 
pampous profuſion , that in his later dayes he fult corrup- 
ted the rich coyne, of this flouriſhing Kingdom with Cope 
per, to his great diſhonour » the damunage of Succeflors , 
and the people, although for his advantage for che preſent. 
Upon which ogcaſfion, that we may talerca tale, when us 
purgole 
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urpoſe nothing ſerious here : Sir John Rainsford meeting 
Parſon Brocke, the principall deviſer of the Copper Coyne, 
threatned him to break his head, for that he had made his 
Soveraign Lord (the moſt beautifull Prince , King Howry) 
with a red and .copper noſe. So baſe and corrupted with 
copper were his money , as alſo of King Edward the fixt, 
that ſome of them which was then called Teſtons , becaule 
the Kings head was thereon figured , contained but two 
pence farthing in ſilver ; and other foure pence half penny, 
But Queen Elizabeth of thrice happy memory , to her ever 
olorious renown, conſidering in the beginning of her rajgne 
by che long lufferance of that baſe and copper moneyes,not 
only ler Crown, Nobility,and Subjects of this her Realme 
to be daily more and more impoveriſhed , the ancient and 
ſingular honour and eſtimation, which this Realme of Enge 
land had beyondall other by plenty of moneyes of Gold 
and$ilver,only fine and not baſe, was hereby decayed,but 
alſo by reaſon of theſe ſaid baſe moneyes , great quantity 
of forged & counterfeits were daily made and brought from 
beyond Seas,for the which the ancient fine gold and filyer, 
and the rich Merchandize of this Realme was tranſpor- 
ted and daily carried out of the ſame, to the impoveniſhing = 
thereof, and enriching of others ; And finally , hereby all 
manner of prices of things in this Realme,neceſlary for ſu- 
entation of the people,grew daily excefbve,to the lamen- 
table and manifeſt hurt and oppreſſion of the Rate , eſpe- 
cially of Penſioners, Souldiers,and all hired feryants, and 
other meane people that live by any kinde of wages, and 
not by rents of lands, or trade of Merchandize, She, upon 
theſe conſiderations defireus to refine the coine, not accor- 
ding to the legall,but natura)l eſtimation of the merall, firſt 
marked the baſe money , ſome with a Greyhound , other 
with a Portcullices, and other with a Lyon, Harp, Roſe, or 
Floure doe Lys, and after a time calling them to her Minte, 
repayed ſo much for them as they contained in pure filyer; 
ſo that by her benefit England enjoyeth as fine, or rather 
kaer ſtcrling (ilyerchn ever ir was in this Realme by the 
Ipace 
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ſpace of two hundred yearsand more 4 matter worth mare 
king and memory. Verily a greater matter than either King 
Edward the 6, or Queen Mary durſt attempt, W hatfoever 
doth remaine for money, let Money-mongers ſupply when 
chey. will, And I refer to Politicians todiſpute among 
themſelves , whether the dearth of all things, which mott 
complaine of , doth proceed from plenty of, gold and filver, 
fince the late diſcoveries, or from eAfonopolies, and combi- 
nations of Merchants and Crafiſmen , or from tranfporta- 
tion of graine, or from pleaſure of great perſonages , which 
do molt highly rate ſuch things as they moſt like, or exceſs 
in private perſons, or to all theſe conjoyntly,

As that iron was found out afterward , without which 
weaving could not be uſed, But other think that Beaſts

After they ware looſe and 
large white garments, with broad guards of divers co- 
lours, as the Lonibards. Somewbat before the conqueſt 
they were all gallant with coats to the mid knee, head 
ſhorn, beard ([haved, armes laden with bracelets; and face 
painted. 

Whoſoever will enter into this argument (ince the con- 
9p. his pen may have a ſpacious walk , but I purpo- 
ing to be brief, will omir the royall habirs of Kings at their 
Coronation, the mantle of S:int Edward, the Dalmation 
with ſleeves, a facerdotall | —— their hole and fandals. 
As alſo the honourable habiliments, as roabes of State, Par« 
Larment roabs, Chaperons and Caps of Eſtate, houplands, 
which ſome think to be craines, the Surcoate , Mancle . 
Hood and Coller of the order ot the Garter &c.the Ghim- 
ners, Rochets, M cers of Biſhops, with the Archbiſho 
Pall bought fo dearly at Xome, and yet but made of t 
wool of white lambs, ted by Saint Agnes Nannes, and led 
about Saint Peters Alcar,and laid upon his combe.Neither 
will I (peak of the Judges red roabes, and Coller of S'S. 
which they uſed in memory of S, S.mplicins , a ſanRtified 
Lawyrr, and Senatour of Xowe. I omit I lay all theſe mat- 
ters, whereof eacluone would require a whole treatile, and 
will briefly note what 1 have obleryed by the way, in my 
little reading. 

Robert, eldeſt ſon to the Conquerour, uſed ſhort hoſe, 
and chereupon was by-named Conrr-hoſ , and ſhewed firfi 
the uſe of chem to the Engliſh.

India, as B:/ſ#s was a plant or kind ot 61k gials, as they 
now call it, were unknown. 

There was alſo a colily ſisffe at thoſe times here in Eg» 
lard, called in Latine Anritrium ; what ic was named in 
Engliſh I know not, neither do jimagin it eAur.phrigium, 
andtofignific embroyderie with gold, as Cp ra Phrygia, 
were.

Our age is not onely faulty, our anceſtors 
have complained , we complain, and our poſterity will 
complain, thz! manners are corrupted, that naughtineſs 
raignetb, and all th.ngs waxe worſe and worſe, Bur thcle 
things do ftay and ſhafl (tay , onely tofled a little ro and 
fro, even as the billows of the ſea. In one age there will be 
more adulterers , in another time there wil be exceſſive riot 
in banquetring;another while firange garmenting of che by 
dy. not without deformity of the mind. Ar another time, 
malapert boldneſs will {quare it out * In ancther age cruel- 
ty and fury of Civill war will flaſh our ; and ſometimes ca- 
rowling and drunkenneſs will be counted a bravery, So 
vices do ruffle among themſelves, and uſure one upon 
another. As for us we may ſay alwates of our ſelves : We are 
cvill, there have bin evill, and evill chere will be.

the Aries cr Ram was in batteriegt''e Mſcles, walking 
Towers, Hilepols or Wir-citie, wherewith Demetrius 
gor the ſurname Poliorcetes or Town-taker, the Baliſta 
in violent ſhooting great ſtones and quarrels, as alſo 
the (atapultes, the CA{«l!eolt in fyring buildings, which 
could be extinguiſhed with nothing but duſt ; an4 that 
ſo famons of Arichnides invention at the fi ge of S'- 
racu(e, for ſhot of great ſRoties with a maryeilcus crack. 
But that we may come home, our n2tion had the pra- 
@ice of molt of t&eſs, and morcover of CAlangonels, 
Trahucckes, and Bricolles, wherewich they uſed ro caſt 
mil-Rones, and the Frenchmen veſle's of venemous in- 
fetion, which th*y prepared againlt Calice, Anro 1410, 
but were ty-cd wit the whole cown of Saint Omar, 
by an Erg iſh youth, With theſe Engines the 7wrks 
ſhox 4 ut 1hied carcaſs of horſes into Negropome, when 
they beſieged it, and it 1s reported hy William B itn, 
that the Arcnbaliſta or Arbalrſt was firſt ſhewed co the 
French by our Xing K:chard the firſt, who was ſhortly 
afeer ſain hy a quarrell thereof. Wi.ereup dn the French 
Pet, William: Briton, made theſe yerſes in the perſon 


of Atropos the fatall ſifter.

Son.e kind of Br.cel,it ſemed,which the Engliſl, & Scots 
called an Eſjring0ld, the ſhot wherect K. Edward the fit 
eſcaped fair at the liege of Strivelin, where he, with another 
Engine, named the Warwolf, pierced with one {ione, and 
Cut aSevyen as a thred two vauntmures, as he did before at 
the fiege of B-ch/n 5 where Thomas Ala.le the Scors- man 
ſcoffed at the Engliſh Artillerie, with wiping the wall wich 
his handk-rcher, untill both he and the wall were wiped 
away with a ſhot, And as the antient Romans had their 
Crates, Vince, Plutei, and ſuch like co make their *appro- 
ches; ſo had the Engl ſh in this age their C at-hoyſe and Sow 
for the ſame purpoſe, This Car- hox(e anfwerable to the Cat- 
ti45 mentioned by Yegetiur, was uled in the fiege of Bed- 
ford Caſtle in the time of King Herr; the third, The Sow is 
yet uſuall in /relxnd, and was in the time of King £dward 
the third uſed at the liege of Dunbar, which when the 
Counteſs, who defended the Caſile, ſaw,ſhe ſad merrily,that 
unleſs the Engiiſhmen kept cheir Sow the better, ſhe would 
make her to calt her pigs. 

When a Catapr'lt was firſt ſeen at Lacedemon, Arch 
dumus exclaimed : () Hercules, now manhood 55 come to mn 
end, But what wc uld he have ſaid, bad he ſeen the Cannon 
or great Ordinance of our age, which made all antient En- 
O'nes to Ceale, as lip; (Mt 2 them all, in force. violence im- 
petuoſitie, ſodaynnels, and {yiltnels, according to that of 
Savo Pamphil us: :

of mankindce, as the onely enemy of true valour and man- 
full couragiouſne(s, by murthering afar off. 

Nowwithſtanding ſome there are , which thinke that 
hereby hath been the ſaving of many lives, for that fieges, 
before the common ule of them, continued longer to the 
greater loſs of people, and more fields were fought, with 
flaughter of greater multitudes. Ar the liege of Jernſalen 
there were ſlain and died ten hundred thouſand. Art the 
Surpriſes of 1ſaldon in Eſſex then called Camalodunun:, 
and YVerulem neer St. Albans, were lain by Brundwica 
Princeſs of Norfolk and Suffolk,, in the time of Nero 
2c00o. Ar the liege of Alexs: by (4/ar 39.thoufand, who 
alſo in his French and Britiſh Wars, vaunted that there 
were ſlain eleven hundred ninetie ewo thouſand men. Bur 
to omit ancient Wars, at the battail of Haſtings where 
England was conquered,' were {lain at the lealt 47944. 
Engliſh, Ar Cre//s 30000. French. In that of Palme Sun- 
day 360700. when as fince the common uſe of gunns, at 
Flodden field were ſlain bur 8000. At AMns/leborongh 
4000. art the great battail of Drex.v ſeaven or eight thou- 
ſand, and fewer in the Jatter battails. Unlels you will with 
King Lewis the xi, of Fr:xce ſuppoſe the, number to bee 
corrupted in the antient hiſtories, who could nor be indu- 
ced to beleeve, that there were {o greatarmies levicd, or o 
many ſlain as are (pecified in them. 

Some have ſayled a long courſe as far as( 11, the far- 
theſt part of the world to tetch the inventiun of Guns from 
thence, but we know the Spaniſh Proverbe, Long water, 
long 1 es,One writech, I know not upon whoſe credit, that 
Roger Bacon, commonly called F; yer Bacon, knew to 
make an engine , which wich Saltpeter and Brimflone Fr 
fhould prove notable for batterie, but he tendrine the (ate- 
ty of mankinde would not diſcover it. "

This berg beeun by him by 
$Kill and cime 1s row come to that periect on, not onely in 
great yron and brals pieces , but alio mn ſmall, that a'lad- 
n1 ce it ; having name g v-nchem, ſome from ſerpents or 
ravenous birds, as Culverines or ( olubrines, Serpent.nes , 
Baiiliſques, Faulcons, Sacres ; others in otiiec re pets, as 
Canuns, Demicanons, Chambers. Shnges, &rquebuze, Ca- 
liver Handgun, Muskers, Petronils, Þ fioll, Dagge &c. and 
Petarras of the ſame brood lately invented. 

The very time of their firſt invention is uncertain, but 
certain it is that King E/ward the third uſed them at the 
Fiege of ( alsce, 1 247. for Gunvar's had their pay there as 
appeareth by reco:d. About 33. years before they were 
ſeen in /r4/j, and abour that they began, as it ſcemeth , to 
be uſed in >p119 bur nam* - by writers Dolia 1gn.voma, as 
fire-flaſhing veſſels.

Bur amongſt all che Engliſh artillery ; 4rchery chalen- 

th the preheminencie,as peculizr to our Nation as the Sx. 
riſa was to the Miicedoniansthe Ge'ſet to the old Canlsche 
Frameato the Gei mins, the Ma herato the Greeks ; fir 
ſhewed to the Engliſh by the Danes, brought in by the 
Normans,continued by their ſucceſſors, to . great glory 
of Ergland in atchieving honourable viRtories , bur now 
diſpofleſſed by gunnery,how jufily. let others judge, Much 
may be ſaid for either. Sir Joh» Sth, and Sir Roger Iiillie 
ams have encountred with their pens in this quarrell,T will 
fay no more, but as one faith; when Engliſh men uſed Her 
cules weapons, the bow and the black] bill, they foughe 


vitoriouſly with Hercrles ſucceſs : fo I hope they ſhall P. Nannins, 


carry way no vitory mote happily now, when they adjoyn 
$w thoſe weapons of Herculer, foves thunder-bolt ; for fo 
ſome now call our great ſhot. Some there are notwith- 
Ronding which compare the ancient ſIngs with our ſinall 
ſhor, in force ; for Apthors teltifie, that che buller of a ſling 
in the courſe, hath continued a fiery heat in the ayr, yea 
ſometime melted, that ic Killech ar one blow, that ir pier- 
ceth helmet and ſhield, that it reacheth farcher, chat ie 1an- 
donerh leſs ; as in the holy Scripture they of G abaa could 
hica hayr with cheir (10g, bur cheſe lingers do not now ap- 
pear. To ſpeak of leſſer weapons, bath defenſive and of- 
tenfive of our Nation, as their Pad, Baſelar 4, Lawnce- 
gay, &. would be endleſs and needles, when we can do 
nothing bur name them.

About this time the eſtimation of Aim*+ began in the ex- 
peditions tothe Holy Land, and afterward by little and 
little became hereditary, when it was accomited moſt ho- 
nourable to cart y thoſeArmes which had been d:{olayed in 
the Holy,land in that holy lervice aguintt the proteſlcd ene- 
mies of Chriſtianity.

totalk with him about a mattey belonging to God, 

There yyas one that vyas very curicus in kteping of his 
beard, and it was reported that he beftovved every month 
ewo duckats upon the trimming ot it. /f it be ſo (ſzid Pool) 
his beard will ſhortly be more worth than his head, 

After the death of Van'/ns Tertirs vyhen many Cardinals 
came unto him, and told himy that if he likedof it , they 
yyould make him Pope : He deſired them to look well ton, 
that they were ſwayed by no paſſion of the minde, or did ought 
for favour,and good will, but refer all ther cog:tations whol- 
ly wnto the honour of God, and the profit of his Church ; the
